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W elcome to Issue 40 of Back To 
Prabhupada [BTP). 

A pernicious outcome of the 
guru hoax is the aspersions which 
have been cast against Srila Prab- 
hupada and his teachings. These 
include: 

1) Part of the Gurvastakam 
prayers, which are sung daily in 
every ISKCON temple during mah- 
gala-arati (morning worship), do 
not apply to Srila Prabhupada: 
"We sing daily the Gurvas- 
takam to glorify our Spiritual 
Master. [...] Srila Prabhupada 
was manifesting more of the 
" sakhya-rasa ", of the boyhood, 
cowherd boys. Oh I'm really go- 
ing to get shot for saying this — 
maybe those verses don't apply 
to Srila Prabhupada, although 
those particular two verses, 
well, "sri-radhika-madhavayor 
apara-madhurya-lila-guna-ru- 
pa-namnam, prati-ksanasva ..." 
that could also be gopa, but 
mostly, yeah. ..but the " nikuh - 
ja-yuno rati-keli-siddhyai", that's 
very clearly gopis only." 

(Guru hoaxer Bhakti Vikasa Swami 
("BVKS"), 4/2/2013) 

BVKS even admits that what 
he is saying is outrageous, stating 
that he is "really going to get shot 
for saying this", but unable to con- 
trol himself, he says it anyway! 

2) Srila Prabhupada's teach- 
ings are so inconsistent that they 
can be used to justify any devia- 
tion one wants: 

"this is the difficulty, that 
Prabhupada said so many things 
that whatever you want to be- 


lieve there's a quote from Srila 
Prabhupada to back you up." 
(Guru hoaxer Kripamoya Dasa, 
ISKCON UK guru-disciple course) 

3) GBC contradictions do not 
matter because Srila Prabhupada 
also contradicts himself: 

"They claim that the GBC 
speaks contradictorily. Well, it 
may be like that apparently. You 
can say that about Prabhupada 
also. Prabhupada sometimes 
said one thing and sometimes 
he said something else." 

(BVKS, 9/2/2009) 

4) Srila Prabhupada can be re- 
jected unless he is speaking on 
"important spiritual matters": 

"So on important spiritual 
matters, Prabhupada is my eter- 
nal spiritual master." 

(Guru hoaxer Hridayananda Dasa 
Goswami ("HD"), www.ustream.tv/ 
recorded/622063) 

5) Srila Prabhupada's books 
are full of mistakes: 

"there are mistakes in Prabhu- 
pada's books made by his ed- 
itors, especially in the Caitan- 
ya-caritamrta, which was a rush 
job". 

(BVKS, 9/2/2009) 

6) HD states that Srila Prabhu- 
pada's teachings can also be re- 
jected on spiritual matters like 
Krsna's pastimes which Srila 
Prabhupada describes in his 
books (please see pages 4 and 5 
of this issue). 

Thus, in addition to Srila 
Prabhupada being personally un- 
dermined, his teachings are pre- 
sented as being unclear and er- 


ror-strewn, whereby it is not clear 
which of them should be followed. 
BVKS explains the advantage for 
the guru hoaxers to undermine 
Srila Prabhupada's teachings in 
this way: 

"When you have questions, 
just like you'll find there are 
contradictions, apparent con- 
tradictions within Srila Prabhu- 
pada's teachings [...] So that's 
why gurus are needed to ex- 
plain all these things." 

(BVKS, 4/2/2013) 

Thus, the guru hoaxers man- 
ufacture nonexistent problems 
with Srila Prabhupada's teachings 
so they can claim that they are 
needed to "explain" these same 
imaginary problems which they 
themselves have invented. Hence, 
they are willing to undermine the 
faith that devotees have in Sri- 
la Prabhupada and his teachings 
just so they can justify their own 
positions as "good as God" succes- 
sor gurus. 

But, as BTP has shown and 
continues to show, the problems 
exist not with Srila Prabhu- 
pada's teachings but with those 
who seek to undermine them. 
And by exposing these unfound- 
ed claims against Srila Prabhu- 
pada's teachings, BTP helps dev- 
otees maintain their faith in Srila 
Prabhupada and his teachings.

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Techniques of Mass 


Deception (TMDs) 


W hen you do not have evid- 
ence in the form of docu- 
mented orders from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada to support the deviations 
you wish to engage in, what do 
you do? 

The response of ISKCON's 
leadership has been to use dif- 
ferent techniques that are de- 
signed specifically to deceive dev- 
otees into accepting false conclu- 
sions regarding SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings. Throughout previous 
issues we have been present- 
ing examples of some of these 
Techniques of Mass Deception 
("TMDs") in action. Here we cat- 
egorise, in ascending order of de- 
ceptive influence, some of the ma- 
jor TMDs that devotees may en- 
counter, so that they may be able 
to recognise and resist them. 

TMD1 : Senior Vaisnavas 

One technique is to present 
the "understanding" of "senior 
Vaisnavas". For example: 

"on May 28, the leaders of 
ISKCON who were present with 
Srlla Prabhupada were clear 
that Srlla Prabhupada gave 
the instruction that after his 
physical departure those who 
would initiate would be 'regu- 
lar guru'.." 

(GBC letter to ISKCON Bangalore 
devotees, 9/3/2013) 

In this way we are present- 
ed with the authority of what "all 
the senior Vaisnavas" understand, 
to urge us to also accept this un- 
derstanding. But the only under- 
standing which matters is that of 
SrTla Prabhupada, as given by his 
direct statements, and not that of 
others. 

TMD2: Tradition 

Another technique is to claim 
we have to follow tradition, or 
what has happened historical- 
ly. For example, GBC-elected gu- 
ru hoaxer Bhakti Charu Swami 
("BCS") states: 

"The difference is that rtviks 


are saying that Prabhupada will 
continue to give diksa. That is 
the point that we cannot accept 
because there is no such prece- 
dence in the past." 

(BCS Lecture, 14/8/2004) 

As with the previous TMD, this 
is just another way of saying: 

"We can't present any evidence 
directly from Sri la Prabhupada stat- 
ing what we want." 

For, if it was the case that 
SrTla Prabhupada had ordered 
that in ISKCON we follow a tradi- 
tion from the past, then that evi- 
dence from SrTla Prabhupada him- 
self would be presented! 

TMD3: Guru, sadhu and 
saitra 

Like "tradition" in the previous 
entry, "guru, sadhu and sastra" is 
misused to propose or reject con- 
clusions while hiding the inabil- 
ity to present SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings establishing the same. 
This is covered separately in detail 
in the next article. 

TMD4: Phantom quote 

Another technique is to sim- 
ply falsely claim that one is refer- 
encing a specific quote from SrT- 
la Prabhupada, and then just hope 
that devotees will not go and dou- 
ble-check in Vedabase! 

A variation of this technique 
is to claim that SrTla Prabhupada 
"said" something on the authority 
of someone claiming he was told 
this by SrTla Prabhupada. Howev- 
er, anything can be claimed, but: 
"Unless it is there from me 
in writing, there are so many 
things that "Prabhupada said."" 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 2/9/1975) 
Thus, whenever anyone claims 
something SrTla Prabhupada sup- 
posedly "said", unless recorded 
evidence from SrTla Prabhupada 
is presented, then, again, it is just 
another way of saying — 

"We can't present any evidence 
directly from Sri la Prabhupada stat- 
ing what we want" 


— and, therefore, you just 
have to take our word for it! 

We present multiple exam- 
ples of these techniques on pag- 
es 6 and 7 of this issue. 

TMD5: Half-quote 

When presenting quotations, 
it is common practice for the sake 
of brevity to omit those parts 
which are of no relevance to the 
argument being proposed. But 
if you deliberately omit parts of 
the quotation which are relevant, 
then this is just cheating. For ex- 
ample, in the quotation from the 
GBC presented earlier, it goes on 
to claim: 

"Srlla Prabhupada gave the 
instruction that after his physi- 
cal departure those who would 
initiate would be "regular guru" 
and that the initiates would 
be, in Srlla Prabhupada's own 
words, 'He is granddisciple... 
disciple of my disciple'." 

(GBC letter to ISKCON Bangalore 
devotees, 9/3/2013) 

Only, the actual words spoken 
by SrTla Prabhupada are: 

"His granddisciple. ..when I 
order you become guru he be- 
comes regular guru. That's all. 
He becomes disciple of my dis- 
ciple." 

In this case, omitting the part 
of the quotation which states 
"when I order you become guru" 

is highly relevant, because then 
we would have to see if such an 
order was actually given! 

Thus, all relevant parts of SrTla 
Prabhupada's statement must be 
presented. 

TMD6: False conclusion 

Finally, we come to a TMD 
which is the most dangerous since 
it relies on using full documented 
quotations, and thus appears to 
have the direct support of SrTla 
Prabhupada, giving it the greatest 
power to deceive. Here an accu- 
rate quotation from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada will be used to claim that it 


actually states something else! For 
example, GBC-elected guru hoax- 
er Sankarsana Dasa ("SAD") pre- 
sents the following quotation: 

"Then, in future... Suppose 
you have got now ten thou- 
sand. We shall expand to hun- 
dred thousand. That is required. 
Then hundred thousand to mil- 
lion; and million to ten million." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 6/4/1975) 

and claims that this quotation 
states that: 

"Srlla Prabhupada predicted 
that ISKCON would have ten mil- 
lion initiating gurus ( deary as )." 
(Sankarsana Dasa, 11/8/2005) 

But, the quotation states: 

"suppose you have got now ten 
thousand . We shall expand to hun- 
dred thousand. That is required. 
Then hundred thousand to million; 
and million to ten million ." (Empha- 
ses added). 

That is, the 10 million would 
be an expansion of something 
that already existed at around 
10,000 in 1975, when the state- 
ment was made. SAD claims this 
refers to "initiating gurus". But, we 
know for a fact that in 1 975 there 
were not 10,000, or even 100 "ini- 
tiating gurus". There was only one, 
and that was SrTla Prabhupada. So 
clearly, the expansion to 10 mil- 
lion from 1 0,000 does not refer to 
"initiating gurus" as SAD claims. 

Conclusion 

1 . As soon as you hear or read 
a claim regarding what should 
be done in ISKCON, or what SrTla 
Prabhupada taught, see if there is 
a direct, documented quotation 
from SrTla Prabhupada produced 
to support the claim. If not, ask for 
such a quotation. 

2. If such a quotation is pro- 
duced, verify it is an accurate and 
full quotation, and then check if 
what is claimed about the quo- 
tation matches exactly what the 
quotation states. 

In this way, all 6 TMDs can be 
foiled! 
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The Truth About 


G uru, Sadhu and Sastra ("GSS") 

is a most misunderstood and 
misapplied concept. So misunder- 
stood that, shockingly, as we de- 
tail in this article, GSS is actual- 
ly used by one of ISKCON's supp- 
osedly most "scholarly" gurus to 
claim justification for openly re- 
jecting SrTla Prabhupada's teach- 
ings. Below, we present SrTla Prab- 
hupada's actual teachings regard- 
ing GSS, as well as analyse how 
GSS has been misused (all empha- 
ses added). 

1 ) Reject bogus guru 

"Srila Narottama dasa Tha- 
kura says, sadhu-sastra-guru-va- 
kya, cittete kariya aikya. One 
should accept a thing as gen- 
uine by studying the words 
of saintly people, the spiritual 
master and sastra . The actual 
center is sastra, the revealed 
scripture. If a spiritual master 
does not speak according to re- 
vealed scripture, he is not to be 
accepted " 

(Cc., Madhya-lila , 20.352) 

"No difference, but one has 
to test whether he is holy man. 
Then you have to, he has to cor- 
roborate with the statement 
of the scripture. Spiritual mas- 
ter is to be tested whether he is 
holy man, and whether there is 
corroboration in the statement 
of the scriptures. Sadhu sastra 
guru vakya tinete koriya aikya . 
[...] The scripture should be 
consulted, and we should have 
to see whether it is corroborat- 
ed. Sojve_shmiidj!o^ 
man as spiritual master or holy 
man if he does not corroborate 
with the statement of the scrip- 
ture . [...] He's at once rejected. " 
(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversa- 
tion, 1 1/5/1969) 

GSS is, therefore, used as a test 
to determine when an individual 
should be rejected as a spiritu- 
al master. This is done by check- 
ing if the teachings of the person 
claiming to be guru corroborate 


with the statements of the scrip- 
tures. If they do not, then that in- 
dividual is to be rejected as a spir- 
itual master, period. 

2) Select bona fide guru 

"You have to corroborate whe- 
ther guru, what guru is speak- 
ing, whether it is there in the 
scripture; what scripture is spea- 
king, whether that is in the cha- 
racter of guru, or in the sadhu, 
saintly persons, or spiritual mas- 
ter. So you have to always make 
comparison with three things: 
sadhu, sastra, guru. Nobody can 
become a spiritual master who 
has no reference to the script- 
ures and these qualities." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 24/11/1966) 

"Therefore Narottama dasa 
Thakura says, sadhu-sastra-gu- 
ru-vakya, tinete kariya aikya . if 
you want to know who is a spir- 
itual master, if you know who 
is a saintly person, then you 
should keep in the middle the 
sastra, the scriptures, and you 
will corroborate. The saintly 
person, the spiritual master, and 
the sastra corroborate if they 
are abiding one another. Yes." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 12/9/1969) 

Conversely, GSS is used to se- 
lect the bona fide spiritual mast- 
er. This is done by checking if the 
statements of the guru are corrob- 
orated with those of sadhus and 
the scriptures. Once such corrobo- 
ration is found, the person can be 
recognised as being a bona fide 
spiritual master. 

3) Guru doesn't mention 
anything outside sastra 

""The real import of the scrip- 
tures is revealed to one who has 
unflinching faith in both the 
Supreme Personality of God- 
head and the spiritual master." 
Srila Narottama dasa Thaku- 
ra advises, sadhu- sastra- guru- 
vakya, hrdaye kariya aikya . The 
meaning of this instruction is 
that one must consider the in- 


structions of the sadhu, the re- 
vealed scriptures and the spir- 
itual master in order to under- 
stand the real purpose of spirit- 
ual life. Neither a sadhu (saintly 
person or Vaisnava) nor a bona 
fide spiritual master says any- 
thing that is beyond the scope 
of the sanction of the revealed 
scriptures . Thus the statements 
of the revealed scriptures corre- 
spond to those of the bona fide 
spiritual master and saintly per- 
sons." 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 7.48) 

"As stated by Narottama dasa 
Thakura, sadhu-sastra-guru: one 
has to test all spiritual matters 
according to the instructions of 
saintly persons, scriptures and 
the spiritual master. The spiritu- 
al master is one who follows the 
instructions of his predecessors, 
namely the sadhus, or saintly 
persons. A bona fide spiritual 
master does not mention any- 
thing not mentioned in the au- 
thorized scriptures ." 

(SB, 4.16.1) 

"Sadhu, sastra , and guru cor- 
roborate one another. A sad- 
hu is he who talks and acts in 
terms of the scriptures. And the 
guru is a sadhu who personally 
teaches his disciples according 
to the scriptures. A guru cannot 
manufacture words that are not 
in the scriptures ." 

( Beyond Illusion and Doubt, Chap- 
ter 7) 

A quality of the bona fide spir- 
itual master is that he will never 
speak something which is not in 
accordance with sdstra. 

4) All three in agreement 

"So sadhu, sdstra, and guru 
are always in agreement." 

(The Quest for Enlightenment, Chap- 
ter 4) 

"Sadhu, sastra . And guru? Gu- 
ru means who follows the sastra 
and sadhu. So there are three, 
the same." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 30/1 1 /1 976) 


"Therefore sadhu and guru 
and sastra, they are identical." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/11/ 
1972) 

Therefore, in summary, it is a 
fact that guru, sadhu and sdstra — 
all three — will always be in agree- 
ment with each other. 

Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings rejected 

SrTla Prabhupada describes 
the following pastime of Lord 
Krsna saving DraupadT from be- 
ing disrobed, in a purport in the 
Srimad-Bhagavatam : 

"once Draupadl was dragged 
out, and attempts were made to 
insult her by stripping her na- 
ked in the vicious assembly of 
the Kurus. The Lord saved Drau- 
padi by supplying an immeasur- 
able length of cloth, and Dury- 
odhana's party failed to see her 
naked." 

(SB, 1.8.24) 

And SrTla Prabhupada refers 
repeatedly to this disrobing pas- 
time; again in the Bhagavatam, in 
his other books, and in lectures. 

However, ISKCON guru and 
supposed "scholar" (he had been 
chosen by the GBC to complete 
the 11th and 12th cantos of S/7- 
mad-Bhagavatam , and wrote "pur- 
ports" for the same) HH Hrida- 
yananda Dasa Goswami ("HD"), 
does not have faith in these 
words of SrTla Prabhupada. In re- 
gards to the disrobing of Draupa- 
dT he states: "I seriously wonder if 
this incident took place" ("Q&A Sri- 
la Acaryadeva" , 24/5/2013) and "I 
have some doubts about the Drau- 
padi story" ("Q&A Srila Acaryade- 
va", 5/6/2013). HD states that his 
doubts arise because in the vers- 
es of the Srimad-Bhagavatam (as 
opposed to SrTla Prabhupada's 
purports), he finds that " there is 
not a word about disrobing her 
(DraupadT)" ("Q&A Srila Acaryade- 
va", 24/5/2013). 

However, the Srimad-Bhagav- 
atam does not claim to offer a full 
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Guru, Sadhu 

account of the pastimes involv- 
ing the Kauravas and the Panda- 
vas. Therefore, SrTla Prabhupada is 
not contradicting sastra by giving 
a fuller account of such pastimes. 
Also, HD himself states that SrTla 
Prabhupada was particularly con- 
cerned about the contents of his 
purports, over and above even 
the translation of verses: 

“He (Srila Prabhupada) even 
told his Sanskrit editors, just before 
his disappearance, that he was in- 
terested in only doing purports, not 
translations, since the purports 
were his real concern." 

(" Q&A Sri la Acharyadeva", 5/6/2013) 

And yet, HD contradictorily 
claims that SrTla Prabhupada 
would deviate from sastra in his 
purports, even though they were 
"his real concern". 

GSS misused - 1 

HD then also attempts to use 
GSS to justify his doubts about SrT- 
la Prabhupada's stating that Drau- 
padT was disrobed: 

" Prabhupada made it very clear 
that a Guru is not infallible when 
not repeating Shastra. [. . .] 3. Prab- 
hupada and Shastra also clearly 
teach that one must apply the test 
of Guru, Sadhu, and Shastra. So, 
in obedience to all these principles, 
and based on what I read in SrTmad 
Bhagavatam, / have some doubts 
about the Draupadi story" 

(" Q&A Srila Acharyadeva", 5/6/2013) 

By referring to the 4 conclu- 
sions we have just established re- 
garding GSS on the previous page, 
we can immediately show how 
HD's reasoning above is false. 

a) SrTla Prabhupada does not 
state, as HD implies here, that 
sometimes the bona fide guru 
will speak in line with sastra and 
at other times he will not speak in 
line with sastra. Rather, GSS con- 
clusions 3 and 4 from the previous 
page established that SrTla Prab- 
hupada states that the bona fide 
guru will always be in agreement 
with sastra. 


and Sastra 



b) GSS conclusions 1 and 2 
from the previous page estab- 
lished that SrTla Prabhupada 
teaches that the "test" of GSS is 
only relevant in order to determ- 
ine whether or not a person claim- 
ing to be a guru is actually a bona 
fide guru. SrTla Prabhupada does 
not teach that GSS should be 
used to test an actual bona fide 
guru and his teachings. SrTla Prab- 
hupada is a bona fide guru, and 
HD does not dispute this. There- 
fore, HD's point here about what 
SrTla Prabhupada teaches regard- 
ing GSS is not at all applicable to 
SrTla Prabhupada and his state- 
ments regarding DraupadT's dis- 
robing. Thus, HD cannot claim 
that his "doubts about the Drau- 
padT story" are in "obedience to 
these principles" of GSS. 

Therefore, HD's claims regard- 
ing what SrTla Prabhupada teach- 
es about the statements of the 
guru, and applying the "test" of 
guru, sadhu and sastra, are both 
false. 

c) Hence, HD misusing GSS 
has led his understanding of 
what SrTla Prabhupada states to 
become back to front. SrTla Prab- 
hupada states that GSS is used 
to examine someone's teachings 
in order to determine if that per- 
son is a bona fide guru. SrTla Prab- 
hupada does not state that GSS 
is to be used to determine if the 
teachings of the bona fide guru 
are bona fide! Therefore, SrTla 
Prabhupada does not teach that 
GSS should be used to see which 
of his teachings should be reject- 
ed or accepted, since he states 
that the teachings of the bona 
fide guru are always bona fide 
(GSS conclusions 2, 3 and 4 from 
the previous page). 

GSS misused - 2 

HD's understanding about GSS 
is also back to front in another 
way. It is not that the disciple, HD, 
should independently try to un- 
derstand sastra in order to "test" 


and correct his guru, SrTla Prab- 
hupada. Rather, the disciple un- 
derstands sastra from the guru: 

"Narottama dasa Thakura 
states that one has to ascertain 
the right path for his activities 
by following in the footsteps of 
great saintly persons and books 
of knowledge under the guid- 
ance of a spiritual master (sad- 
hu-sastra-guru-vakya) . [...] The 
word guru refers to one who 
gives proper direction under 
the authority of the Vedic in- 
junctions and according to the 
examples of the lives of great 
personalities/' 

(SB, 4.21.28-29) 

"what is spoken in the scrip- 
ture is followed and explained 
by the spiritual master, and he 
explains only that." 

(The Quest for Enlightenment, Chap- 
ter 4) 

Conclusion 

In attempting to correct SrTla 
Prabhupada by claiming that SrT- 
la Prabhupada may be contradict- 
ing the sastras, HD is violating the 
following teaching, which he him- 
self promulgated: 

"The conclusion is not that a dis- 
ciple may correct his spiritual mas- 
ter who is a great acarya. The con- 
clusion is that the acaryas may ad- 


just the acaryas. After all, Srila Prab- 
hupada stated that the entire Vedic 
culture is going on under the au- 
thority of the acaryas. So if someone 
presumes to correct Srila Prabhupa- 
da, that person must believe himself 
or herself to be the next acarya, be- 
cause who else but an acarya could 
correct an acarya?" 

(Our Original Position, GBC, Hrida- 
yananda Dasa Goswami et. al.) 

Therefore, in attempting to 
give an understanding that is dif- 
ferent to SrTla Prabhupada's und- 
erstanding, HD is implying that he 
is the next acaryal 

Ironically, the first part of the 
first quote used in GSS Conclusion 
3 from the previous page, states: 
"The real import of the scrip- 
tures is revealed to one who has 
unflinching faith in both the Su- 
preme Personality of Godhead 
and the spiritual master." 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 7.48) 

Thus, it is in HD's interest to 
have "unflinching faith" in his spir- 
itual master, rather than doubting 
some of his teachings, if he wishes 
to understand the real message of 
sastra, as taught by the acarya, SrT- 
la Prabhupada. For, as this analysis 
has shown, he has not yet under- 
stood SrTla Prabhupada's teach- 
ings regarding guru, sadhu and 
sastra. 
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Srila Prabhupada’s Transcendental Position 



D ue to being a conditioned 
soul, it is not surprising for an 
ordinary human being to be influ- 
enced by the social conditioning 
of his ethnic upbringing. However, 
SrTla Prabhupada, who is a liberat- 
ed soul, is not subject to such ma- 
terial conditioning: 

"A pure devotee, who is free 
from all material desires expe- 
rienced on the mental platform 
and who is also free from empir- 
ic philosophical speculation or 
fruitive activity, is always above 
material conditioning and is al- 
ways liberated" 

(SB, 4.29.65) 

Therefore, considering SrTla 
Prabhupada to be such an ordi- 
nary man is a hellish mentality: 

""One who thinks the Deity in 
the temple to be made of wood 
or stone, who thinks of the spir- 
itual master in the disciplic su- 
ccession as an ordinary man, 
who thinks the Vaisnava in the 
Acyuta-gotra to belong to a 
certain caste or creed or who 
thinks of caranamrta or Ganges 
water as ordinary water is taken 
to be a resident of hell." ( Padma 
Pur ana ) " 

(SB, 4.21.12) 

"The Deity in the temple is 
not material — He is the Supr- 
eme Personality of Godhead 
Himself. Similarly, considering 
the spiritual master an ordinary 
human being (gurusu nara-mat- 
ih) is also an impediment. Nor 
should one consider a Vaisnava 
a member of a particular caste 
or nation. [...] All this is offen- 
sive." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 16.72) 

Hellish mentality praised 

The following statement was 
submitted as part of a question to 
ISKCON guru HH Hridayananda 
Dasa Goswami ("HD"): 

"I studied history and anthropol- 
ogy as an undergrad and so was 
taught not to be ethnocentric. I've 
been trying to keep this in mind 


while reading some of the things 
Prabhupada is quoted as having 
said — for example , that the wife 
should not be independent and 
that one of her main jobs is to have 
the house ready for her husband's 
arrival home from work. I am able 
to clearly see that this was said in 
1 966 and that Prabhupada is com- 
ing from a traditional Indian back- 
ground. So. it is easy for me to read 
these things and not be offended 
or argumentative . [. . .] But, as a fol- 
lower of Prabhupada, I would want 
to 'translate' those types of state- 
ments into a more modern perspec- 
tive. But, is this appropriate?" 

(" Q&A with Srila Acharyadeva", 1 9/6/ 
2013, emphases added) 

The questioner claims that to 
understand SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, one must take into ac- 
count that SrTla Prabhupada "is 
coming from a traditional Indian 
background". And, therefore, such 
ethnic conditioning can be acco- 
mmodated by not being "eth- 
nocentric" However, such racial 
theories have no relevance to 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings. SrT- 
la Prabhupada's teachings are not 
influenced by ethnic social con- 
ditioning. Rather, SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is speaking from the liberat- 
ed platform, being completely un- 
influenced by the modes of mate- 
rial nature. Thus, the only "back- 
ground" which is relevant is that 
SrTla Prabhupada is a pure devo- 
tee of Krsna. Therefore, attempt- 
ing to understand SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's teachings through such 
a paradigm of ethnic condition- 
ing embodies the hellish mental- 
ity condemned in the quotes pre- 
sented in the last section. 

HD responds by praising this 
hellish understanding, calling it 
"mature": 

"1. 1 appreciate your mature at- 
titude toward Srila Prabhupada's 
1 966 statement." 

Thus, the hellish mentality of 
the questioner, rather than being 
corrected, is only reinforced! 


Gita retranslation not 
authorised 

HD is also asked: 

"Also, when you quote the GTta 
you don't use Srila Prabhupada's 
translation. Why is this?" 

("Q&A with Srila Acharyadeva ", 5/6/ 
2013) 

HD's answers to this question 
are given below in speech marks, 
and every single answer is actual- 
ly a "TMD" (see article on page 3)! 

"1. Srila Prabhupada said that 
'there can be many translations' of 
the GTta." 

But the quote HD presents en- 
closed in speech marks — "there 
can be many translations" — does 
not exist, as a check in the Bhak- 
tivedanta Vedabase will con- 
firm. This is an example of"TMD4: 
Phantom Quote". 

"He himself translated the same 
verse in different ways in different 
contexts, and said that his disciples 
could also translate." 

There is no evidence that SrTla 
Prabhupada "said" that "his dis- 
ciples could also" retranslate the 
Gita. Hence, this is yet another ex- 
ample of "TMD4: Phantom Quote". 

"2. Prabhupada wrote to me: 
'Read my books and explain them in 
your own words.'" 

SrTla Prabhupada actually said: 
"And you must all study very 
scrutinizingly all of the books so 
that when the need arises you 
can repeat in your own words 
their purport." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter to HD, 6/1 / 
1972) 

And repeating the purports 

does not require new translati- 
ons of the verses. So this is both a 


"TMD4: Phantom quote"and"TMD- 
6: False conclusion". 

"Also, in his first letter to me he 
said, 7 want you to be nicely educat- 
ed and explain Krishna conscious- 
ness to similarly educated people.' 
So in obedience to these words, I try 
to translate Sanskrit verses in a very 
literal way, since that is what edu- 
cated people often expectin a trans- 
lation." 

There is no evidence in the 
Bhaktivedanta Vedabase of such 
a letter. And even if it does exist, it 
does not call for a new translation 
of the Gita, since SrTla Prabhupada 
already stated his Gita is meant for 
educated people: 

"But later on, when the dem- 
and for Bhagavad-gita As It Is 
considerably increased, I was re- 
quested by many scholars and 
devotees to present the book 
in its original form, and Messrs. 
Macmillan and Co. agreed to 
publish the complete edition." 
(Bhagavad-gita As It Is, Original 1972 
Edition, Preface, emphasis added) 

Thus, there is no evidence that 
SrTla Prabhupada has authorised 
HD (or anyone else) to retranslate 
the Bhagavad-gita. 

Conclusion 

1. SrTla Prabhupada's teach- 
ings are not subject to being in- 
fluenced by his perceived racial 
background. Rather, SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is preaching from the liberat- 
ed platform. 

2. SrTla Prabhupada also has 
not authorised any retranslations 
of his transcendental books. Ra- 
ther, SrTla Prabhupada's books are 
already the authorised versions to 
be presented to the whole world.

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Rule of Thumb Rules Out TMD

I n the article on Techniques 
of Mass Deception ("TMDs") 

on page 3, one of the techniques 
featured was "TMD4: Phantom 
Quote" whereby quotes are attri- 
buted to SrTla Prabhupada, for 
which there exists no recorded 
evidence. Though this technique 
is widely used by ISKCON's leader- 
ship, we detail here how it can be 
ruled out as invalid by a rule they 
themselves support. 

Wishful thinking 

The following is an example 
of the Phantom Quote: 

"In your transcendental liter- 
atures you repeatedly mention 
how you hope for the day when 
all your followers will be initiat- 
ing spiritual masters initiating 
even 10,000 or more disciples 
into the guru parampara." 
(Jayapataka Swami, Vyasa-puja of- 
fering to Srila Prabhupada, 1998) 
The general practice in ISK- 
CON's "parallel world" (please see 
BTP 35) of the "cheaters and cheat- 
ed" is to simply accept such false 
claims without making any at- 
tempt at verification. Yet, a sim- 
ple check will show that SrTla 
Prabhupada never stated even 
once in his "transcendental liter- 
atures", or anywhere else for that 
matter, that his disciples "will be 
initiating spiritual masters initi- 
ating even 10,000 or more disci- 
ples", never mind "repeatedly". Call 
this "projection" or simply "lying", 
but this is an egregious example 
of "wishful thinking" Jayapata- 
ka Swami wishes to be an initi- 
ating spiritual master who initi- 
ates "10,000 or more disciples", 
and so he just pretends that SrTla 
Prabhupada has stated this in his 
books! Actually, this "10,000" dis- 
ciples idea comes not from SrTla 
Prabhupada's books but the "dia- 
ry" of a prominent GBC guru hoax 
supporter, who claims: 

"In the evening, when the 
GBC men filed into his room [...] 
He told them that just as he had 


made thousands of disciples 
he wants each one of them to 
make ten thousand each." 
(Hari-sauri Dasa, A Transcendental 
Diary, Vol.1, "7/3/1 976") 

Subsequent events illustrate 
the unreliabilty of depending on 
such "Prabhupada said" stories 
as an alternative to SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's actual recorded words. 

Wishful hearing 

"3) In the absence of Srila 
Prabhupada what is the proce- 
dure for first, second, and san- 
nyasa initiations? 

4) What is the relationship of 
the person who gives this initia- 
tion to the person he give it to?" 

The above questions are from 
the GBC Minutes Book (" MB "), 
which was presented in the GBC's 
"ISKCON Journal: 1990. This MB 
states that the above questions 
were to be submitted to SrTla 
Prabhupada by the GBC as the re- 
sult of an extraordinary GBC meet- 
ing held in Vmdavana, India, on 
May 28th, 1977. 

Clearly, if SrTla Prabhupada 
had already told all the same GBC 
men asking these questions to in- 
itiate 1 0,000 of their own disciples 
in 1976 as claimed, there would 
be no need for them to ask how 
initiations were to continue and 
to whom the disciples belonged! 

The MB further states that SrTla 
Prabhupada gave the following 
answer to the above questions: 

"2) Srila Prabhupada said he 
will appoint several devotees 
who shall perform initiaton in 
the future, even after his disap- 
pearance. The disciples they ac- 
cept shall be their disciples and 
Srila Prabhupada will be their 
grand spiritual master." 

Subsequently, the GBC admit- 
ted that this answer is false. GBC 
resolution 409/2004 ditched the 
GBC's paper "On my Order" Under- 
stood which claimed SrTla Prabhu- 
pada said he will "appoint", "select", 
"choose" and "designate" devotees 


to be diksa gurus. (Please see BTP 
17, "GBC bombshell: 'We have no 
guru order'"). Therefore, the dev- 
otees had simply ended up hear- 
ing what they wanted to hear SrT- 
la Prabhupada saying, rather than 
what SrTla Prabhupada actually 
said! 

Rule of thumb 

The previous sections highli- 
ghted that to be certain of SrTla 
Prabhupada's orders, we need to 
rely on SrTla Prabhupada's own re- 
corded orders, and not the "wish- 
ful thinking and hearing" of oth- 
ers. A "rule" supported by ISKCON's 
leadership also calls for SrTla 
Prabhupada's recorded orders, 
rather than such "Prabhupada 
said" stories. HH Jayadvaita Swa- 
mi ("JAS")'s paper Where theRtvik 
People are Wrong is routinely pro- 
moted by other ISKCON leaders as 
an authoritative "rebuttal" against 
the IRM's position, and has been 
translated into various languag- 
es. The paper's underlying reason- 
ing is given in its introduction and 
conclusion, in the form of the fol- 
lowing "rule of thumb": 

"If Srila Prabhupada didn't 
clearly and definitely say it, and if 
it first came up after 1977, what- 
ever it is, don't trust it." 

This "rule of thumb" immedi- 
ately rules out as invalid the TMD 
of claiming what SrTla Prabhupada 
"said" without offering any record- 
ed evidence from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada. Because only if a state- 
ment exists in either writing or on 
tape from SrTla Prabhupada, can 
one claim that SrTla Prabhupada 
"clearly and definitely" said it! Thus, 
ISKCON's leaders are caught in 
a trap of their own making, and 
must jettison their reliance on 
wishful thinking and hearing, 
which is not documented with 
recorded evidence from SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

It appears that ISKCON's lead- 
ership does not in any case re- 
ally believe the claim that SrTla

Prabhupada "wants" all of his dis- 
ciples to initiate 10,000 disciples. 
Otherwise they would not have 
permitted a number of their gu- 
rus to voluntarily "retire" from in- 
itiating disciples before the gu- 
rus had reached "10,000" disci- 
ples. One prominent example of 
such a guru is JAS himself, who 
was allowed to stop initiating af- 
ter initiating just 3 disciples. Rath- 
er, having no evidence in the form 
of actual orders from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada with which to support their 
guru hoax, such "Prabhupada said" 
claims are used instead by the 
GBC as a substitute. 


Conclusion 

a) By their acceptance of 
JAS's "anti-rfwTc" paper and its 
"rule of thumb", ISKCON's lead- 
ership have unwittingly accept- 
ed an argument which can be 
used against them to elimi- 
nate various "Prabhupada said" 
stories that they rely on. Thus, 
their own standard can be 
used to always demand record- 
ed evidence directly from SrTla 
Prabhupada on tape or in writing, 
and hence one of their TMDs is 
countered. 

b) If the GBC had evidence in 
the form of actual recorded or- 
ders from SrTla Prabhupada, there 
would be no need for them to 
take shelter of such "wishful think- 
ing" or what others supposedly ei- 
ther "understood", or"heard"from 
SrTla Prabhupada. They could sim- 
ply produce SrTla Prabhupada di- 
rectly stating what they claim, and 
that would be that!

Bogus gurus

Editor replies: 

The unauthorised guru hoax- 
ers are claiming that they are re- 
quired to "take" the person to SrT- 
la Prabhupada — but they are not 
providing anything. The "disciples" 
read SrTla Prabhupada's books di- 
rectly and that's how they learn 
about the teachings of Krsna con- 
sciousness, and then they follow 
the rules and regulations which 
SrTla Prabhupada gives. Further, it 
is admitted that many disciples do 
not have much contact with their 
ISKCON gurus. The only "taking" 
the guru hoaxers do is the "taking" 
of the guru daksina 4 and worship 
meant for SrTla Prabhupada. 

Even one who theoretically 
accepts that SrTla Prabhupada is 
the diksa guru but disobeys him 
cannot advance spiritually: 

"Guror avajna. First offense 
is guror avajna , defying the au- 
thority of guru. This is the first 
offense. So one who is offen- 
sive, how he can make advance 
in chanting? He cannot make. 
Then everything is finished in 
the beginning. Guror avajna . 
Everything is there. If one is dis- 
obeying the spiritual master, he 
cannot remain in the pure sta- 
tus of life. He cannot be siksa- 
guru or anything else. He is fin- 


ished, immediately. [...] The 
first offense is to disobey the or- 
ders of guru. That is first offense. 
So if you are offensive, how you 
can become advanced by chant- 
ing? That is also not possible."

Editor replies: 

Hare Krsna, and thank you 
for your letter. You conclude that 
you "hope" that the "followers of 
sanatana-dharma can live togeth- 
er in harmony; sharing, living and 
chanting the holy name of Lord 
Krsna." Let us look at the facts: 
a) First we have to determine 
whether or not we are all follow- 
ers of " sanatana-dharma ": 

"Therefore, sanatana-dhar- 
ma does not refer to any sectar- 
ian process of religion. It is the 
eternal function of the eternal 
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living entities in relationship 
with the eternal Supreme Lord. 
Sanatana-dharma refers, as 
stated previously, to the eternal 
occupation of the living entity." 
(Bhagavad-gita As It Is, Introduction, 
Original 1972 Edition) 

Thus, "Bollywood dancing"and 
"party songs", for example, are 
not sanatana-dharma (please see 
page 14). Cheating religion in the 
form of the guru hoax (please see 
BTP Special Summary Issue 1), is 
not sanatana-dharma. Thus, there 
is no "bickering" between the 
"followers of sanatana-dharma". 
There is simply one group that is 
attempting to follow sanatana- 
dharma and another group 
which is cheating in the name 
of "sanatana-dharma". The ques- 
tion then is, would someone who 
claims to believe in sanatana- 
dharma, such as yourself, be hap- 
py that such cheating is going on, 
or would they act to stop it? And 
if it is the latter, then they should 
applaud, not decry, the efforts 
taken by the IRM in spreading the 
message of SrTla Prabhupada via 
BTP.

Because Bhaktivedanta Man- 
or specifically ensures that such 
harmony can never happen be- 
cause they ban those who simply 
believe the facts they read in BTP: 
"The IRM is an organisation 
working to harm ISKCON, thus 
those who are formally part 
of or agree with the views and 
publications are suspended by 
the Manor Temple Council from 
visiting Bhaktivedanta Manor." 
(Banning letter issued by former Bhak- 


tivedanta Manor Temple President 
on ISKCON letterhead, emphasis 
added) 

Note, as stated above, simply 
believing SrTla Prabhupada is the 
guru, a "thought crime", is enough 
to be banned from Bhaktivedanta 
Manor. Yet, we are not aware of 
any record of you taking action 
against the Bhaktivedanta Manor 
authorities to get such a ban re- 
voked so as to fulfil your desire of 
everyone being able to "live and 
chant together in harmony". Thus, 
again, your actions do not match 
your supposed sentiments. 

If we want to achieve some- 
thing, simply "hoping" for it to 
happen is not enough. We must 
be willing to take action to make 
it happen.

Hare Krsna. The IRM's "position" 
in this matter, as with any other 
matter, is to simply parrot whatev- 
er SrTla Prabhupada himself states: 

1 ) SrTla Prabhupada states that 
the guru, which at the time meant 
himself, is jiva-tattva: 


Devotee: "On ekadasi, we 
can offer the Deity grains?" 

Prabhupada: "Oh yes. But 
not guru. Ekadasi observed 
by jiva-tattva. not bv Visnu-tat- 
tva . We are fasting for clearing 
our material disease, but Rad- 
ha-Krsna, Caitanya Mahaprab- 
hu... Caitanya Mahaprabhu also 
may not be offered grains be- 
cause He is playing the part of 
a devotee. Only Radha-Krsna, 
Jagannatha can be offered 
grains. Otherwise, Guru-Gaur- 
anga. no . And the prasadam 
should not be taken by anyone. 
It should be kept for next day." 
(Room Conversation, 22/4/1972) 

2) SrTla Prabhupada states he 
is a nitya-siddha: 

"A Spiritual Master is always 
liberated. In any condition of 
His life He should not be mis- 
taken as ordinary human be- 
ing. This position of a Spiritu- 
al Master is achieved by three 
processes. One is called sadha- 
na-siddha. That means one who 
is liberated by executing the 
regulative principle of devot- 
ional service. Another is krpa- 
siddha, one who is liberated by 
the mercy of Krsna or His dev- 
otee. And another is nitya sid- 
dha who is never forgetful of 
Krsna throughout his whole life . 
These are the three features of 
the perfection of life [...] So far 
my present life is concerned, I 
do not remember any part of 
my life when I was forgetful of 
Krsn a " 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 21/6/1970, 
emphases added) 

3) When explaining about the 
position of the "spiritual master", 
which at the time meant himself, 
SrTla Prabhupada speaks about 
him being a saktyavesa-avatara 
who is a living entity: 

"Regarding your questions 
in the letter of November 18, 
1972, you have asked me if the 
spiritual master is ultimately 
Krishna, so the answer must be 
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that if you think that way then 
everyone is Krishna. So why we 
should think like this? saktyave- 
sa Avatara. means a living enti- 
ty, but he is specially empow- 
ered. Not that he is Krishna. But 
on account of his exalted posi- 
tion he is honoured as much as 
Krishna. Not that he is Krishna. 
That is Mayavadi. He acts in the 
position of Krishna, but he is 
not Krishna, he is very dear to 
Krishna. That is explained: (here 
the verse was quoted: yasya 
prasadat bhagavata prasadat...) 
The spiritual master is acting in 
the position of Krishna because 
he is the most confidential serv- 
ant of Krishna/' 

(£rila Prabhupada Letter, 14/12/ 
1972) 

Living entities and karma 

"a) After reading Prabhupada- 
jT's books, I understand we ji vat- 
mas (living entities) are “parts and 
parcel"of Krsna, and also HE alone 
is the Adi-Purusa (original person). 
Yet, it is confusing to also know 
that Krsna did not create us, in- 
stead we are eternally existing. 
These two statements seem con- 
tradictory. Please explain. 

b) Where does the "origin- 
al karma " start at? I understand 
that we get this present body due 
to the reactions of our past lives. 
How did Krsna decide which body 
we must take — as HE is supposed 
to be neutral, so why did some get 
the chance to get an insect body, 
some others as human beings? 
Thanks a lot. Haribol."

Editor replies: 

The answers to your questions 
are as follows: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada gives the 
example of the sun and its rays to 
explain how, though we are exist- 
ing along with Kr$na, it is always 
in a completely subordinate po- 
sition: 

"Another point clearly stat- 
ed in the answer of Sukadeva 
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Gosvami is that it is the mind, 
senses and intelligence of the 
individual living entity that 
the Lord created. It is not stat- 
ed that the living entities them- 
selves were ever created. Just 
as the shining particles of the 
sun's rays always exist with the 
sun, the living entities exist 
eternally as parts and parcels 
of the Supreme Personality of 
Godhead." 

(KRSNA: The Supreme Personality of 
Godhead , Chapter 87) 

So, the sun's rays are"depend- 
ent"on the sun, and could be said 
to be "created" by the sun, even 
though they exist always at the 
same time as the sun, and are sub- 
ordinate to it. So there is no con- 
tradiction. 

b) When we first entered the 
material world we initially all re- 
ceived the same high-class body, 
and then, from there on, we ac- 
quire different bodies according 
to our free will and desires which 
lead to us adopting appropriate 
bodies as insects or human be- 
ings, etc. SrTla Prabhupada ex- 
plains as follows: 

"That is quite reasonable, 
that every living entity or soul 
is part and parcel of God, but on 
account of some sinful activities 
or disobedience to God, as they 
believe Adam on account of dis- 
obedience to God they lost Par- 
adise and came to this materi- 
al world, similarly, the soul be- 
longs to the Paradise, or heaven, 
or Krsna, but somehow or other 
he falls down within this materi- 
al world, and he gets first a body 
like Adam . But again, on ac- 
count of his further, low-grade 
activities, he goes down, some- 
times as human being or some- 
times as more than human be- 
ing — the demigod— and some- 
times as animal, trees, plants. In 
this way he goes down, degra- 
dation, or goes up by elevation. 
But he is always aloof from the 
material body, but according to 


his desires and activity he gets 
different body. This is quite rea- 
sonable and confirmed by the 
Vedic literature."

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Rtvik Pretender Programs 


I n previous issues we have pre- 
sented much evidence docum- 
enting how ISKCON's "gurus" are 
actually functioning more like"/T- 
vik" priests who only masquerade 
as being diksa gurus so that they 
can garner Profit, Adoration and 
Distinction ("PAD"). For example, 
please see "ISKCON's Rtvik System 
Summarised" ( BTP 36) and "SrTla 
Prabhupada v.The Rtviks" ( BTP 37). 
Despite, or maybe because of, this 
reality, these ISKCON "rtvik" pre- 
tenders are continually making 
attempts to try and hide their true 
"rtvik" status. Below, we expose 
some of these efforts. 

Database program 

"In February I asked you to 
submit your data to update my 
disciple database. I hold this 
project with the highest impor- 
tance, and I want you to under- 
stand the reason why: I want 
to engage with you personal- 
ly, beyond giving you a spiritu- 
al name and a japa-mala. I want 
to help you pursue your spirit- 
ual lives. I am using this data- 
base to understanding your sit- 
uations, provide specific spirit- 
ual guidance, allocate seva and 
plan my preaching activities. To 
do this, I need to know who all 
of you are." 

(HH Bhakti Charu Swami ("BCS"), 
13/5/2013) 

BCS frankly admits that he 
wants to be someone who does 
more than just give "a spiritu- 
al name and a japa-mala" (chant- 
ing beads). This function is similar 
to that of the "rtviks" appointed in 
the July 9th directive by SrTla Prab- 
hupada to initiate on his behalf: 
"these representatives may ac- 
cept the devotee as an initiated dis- 
ciple of Srila Prabhupad by giving a 
spiritual name" 

(July 9th, 1977 directive) 

Only now, BCS claims the initi- 
ate as his own disciple! To try and 
become something more than a 
stealing rtvik , BCS wants to find 


out who his disciples are so he can 
engage and guide them individu- 
ally. Whilst he was on the planet, 
SrTla Prabhupada had delegat- 
ed the function of individual- 
ly engaging his many thousands 
of disciples to the temple pres- 
idents and other local leaders. 
They would engage SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's disciples to carry out SrTla 
Prabhupada's orders for distribut- 
ing his books, preaching, etc. In- 
deed, BCS agrees that the temple 
leaders still cultivate and train the 
devotees, and people like himself 
basically just show up "once in a 
blue moon" to grab disciples: 

"A devotee joins the move- 
ment and is trained and culti- 
vated by ISKCON in the form of 
the local temple devotees. He is 
doing fine and being trained up 
nicely. But then he gets initiat- 
ed by somebody who comes to 
that place once in a blue moon, 
but because he has been initi- 
ated by him he begins to think 
that he is his authority and the 
local devotees don't mean any- 
thing to him anymore." 

(BCS, Disciples Meeting, 1/8/2007) 

Thus, all BCS's "database" will 
do is allow him to compete better 
with local temples in utilising the 
resources of "his" disciples! 

Book writing program 

Another way in which the "rt- 
vik" tries to show he is something 
more is by writing lots of books 
which are meant to be read by the 
same devotees who are supposed 
to read SrTla Prabhupada's books. 
For example, ISKCON "guru" HH 
Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS") 
boasted that: 

"30,000 Telugu Ramayana 
have just been printed, which 
brings the number of my books 
in print to over one million. [...] 
I request all the devotees to 
pray [...] that I may write many 
more books as a service to Srila 
Prabhupada and his mission." 
(BVKS, 24/11/2011) 


However, BVKS also states: 

"Numerous devotees who 
have been initiated for ten years 
or more, and are even brahm- 
ana-initiated, have not read all 
of Srila Prabhupada's books, 
and apparently have never 
thought of doing so." 

(BVKS, "Time For a Revolution", No- 
vember 2011) 

If "numerous" devotees have 
not even managed to read all of 
SrTla Prabhupada's books, BVKS 
should ensure they all do so, rath- 
er than producing tons of his own 
books for them to read! 

Going beyond program 

Some of the " rtviks " are more 
ambitious in their "diksa guru pre- 
tender" programs. They attempt 
to justify their existence by claim- 
ing to give knowledge which 
goes "beyond" that already given 
by SrTla Prabhupada. For example, 
HH Sivarama Swami attempts 
to take us into the realms of the 
intimate pastimes of Krsna with 
the gopis by writing his books on 
" gopi fiction". While, as we detailed 
in the article on pages 4-5, HH 
Hridayananda Dasa Goswami 
claims to explain where SrTla Prab- 
hupada's teachings should be re- 
jected based on his understand- 
ing of what "iastra" (scripture) 
teaches. However, as we detailed, 
such "going beyond" merely re- 
sults in deviating from SrTla Prab- 
hupada's instructions. 

"Connection" program 

The pretender "gurus" claim 
they are needed to "connect" a 
newcomer to SrTla Prabhupada 
by telling that person to read SrTla 
Prabhupada's books and to follow 
SrTla Prabhupada's orders as his 
life and soul. But these activities 
are the same as those performed 
by all devotees as part of their 
preaching, when SrTla Prabhu- 
pada was physically on the plan- 
et. Except now, the same activities 
of providing this "connection" to

SrTla Prabhupada magically make 
the person "connected" as a disci- 
ple of the pretender guru, and not 
SrTla Prabhupada! 

Conclusion 

Such pretender programs do 
not result in the pretenders giv- 
ing anything which elevates them 
to being diksa gurus. Rather, these 
programs are doomed to failure 
because even the GBC accept that 
SrTla Prabhupada is effectively 
everyone's diksa guru: 

"Srila Prabhupada, is the pre- 
eminent and compulsory siksa- 
guru for all Vaisnavas" 

(GBC Resolution No. 409, 1999) 
"Such uplifting knowledge 
is called divya-jnana, and its 
transmission is called siksa. This 
divya-jnana is the principle ac- 
tive ingredient of diksa." 

(GBC Resolution No. 404, 1999) 

All the rules, regulations and 
practices that constitute one's 
spiritual life in ISKCON are coming 
only from SrTla Prabhupada's in- 
structions. Hence, everyone is fol- 
lowing the discipline given by SrT- 
la Prabhupada and is therefore his 
disciple, with others simply help- 
ing us to follow this discipline: 
"Disciple means one who 
observes discipline." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 21/1/1 974) 
Thus, SrTla Prabhupada alone 
is giving everything. The "rtvik" 
pretenders need to accept this re- 
ality and deal with it. Changing la- 
bels does not change the facts!

Srila Prabhupada and 
ISKCON 

A question which HH Hridayan- 
anda Dasa Goswami received, 
graphically illustrates just exactly 
how much SrTla Prabhupada is not 
in the "centre" in today's ISKCON: 
"I am very much attracted 
to this Krsna conscious philoso- 
phy, the lifestyle, and have nev- 
er struggled with the four prin- 
ciples, but I have very little at- 
traction to Prabhupada himself. 
Sometimes I think, if I had my 
choice, I would choose a differ- 
ent "branch" of bhakti yoga than 
ISKCON. But, because of my ex- 
perience, I have such a fondness 
for ISKCON, despite what I see as 
its "faults." How do I rectify this? 
Do you have any recommenda- 
tions for books, perhaps written 
by you or your Godbrothers and 
Godsisters, that have a bit more 
"heart" and a bit less "science"? 
I have read quite a few of Prab- 
hupada's books, but am looking 
for some additional, perhaps 
"softer," material to study along- 
side them". 

It is a damning indictment on 
the way ISKCON is run today that 
it is even possible for a person to 
have learned about Krsna con- 
sciousness through ISKCON, claim 
to accept its teachings and life- 
style, and be attracted to ISKCON, 
but at the same time have "very 
little attraction" for SrTla Prabhu- 
pada. Such a result would be im- 
possible if the organisation was 
dedicated to SrTla Prabhupada. 
ISKCON is supposed to exist only 
as a vehicle to embody the mission 
and will of SrTla Prabhupada. Thus, 
there should be no separation be- 
tween ISKCON and SrTla Prabhu- 
pada. One should either accept 
them both, or neither of them. 

The questioner states that part 
of the reason there is very little at- 
traction to SrTla Prabhupada is be- 
cause SrTla Prabhupada's books 
are found to not contain enough 
"heart", but rather too much "sci- 


ence". And, therefore, there is a de- 
sire to read books by others which 
are "softer". 

However, SrTla Prabhupada tea- 
ches that we must not be guided 
by our emotions, which are ever- 
changing, but by our intelligence: 

"Spiritual means philosophi- 
cal, otherwise it is sentiment and 
sentiments are fickle and always 
changing. So we can very much 
appreciate your rejection of sen- 
timent as a basis for practical ac- 
tivity." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 7/6/1972) 

"No. No emotion. We don't... 
Just like Arjuna. By emotion he 
was thinking, "I shall not fight." 
That was emotion. So "I shall 
be bad man, taking to these or- 
ders" — these are... Anything 
material, that is emotion, sen- 
timent. Yes. So religion without 
philosophy is sentiment, and 
philosophy without religion is 
mental speculation. So there- 
fore our this Krsna conscious- 
ness movement is so sound. We 
do not go by sentiment. We ac- 
cept the superior order of Krsna 
(indistinct), it is perfect." 

(Srlla Prabhupada, Discussion with 
Syamasundara) 

"Krishna Consciousness has 
great potency to deliver us to 
the highest platform of perfec- 
tion, but only if it is understood 
by the intelligence. Something 
understood by the intelligence 
is fixed forever and cannot wa- 
ver, and that is almost spiritual." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 8/7/1972) 

A similar "criticism" has also 
been made of BTP. Following the 
"philosophical" approach which 
SrTla Prabhupada states above, 
BTP stresses the need to be guided 
by facts rather than feelings, 
and evidence rather than emo- 
tions. But this approach is de- 
cried by HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami 
("BVKS") as being overly "logical", 
who stated that though BTP " all ap- 
pears very logical"there is "nothing 
which appeals to our heart" (BVKS, 


9/2/2009). However, we prefer to 
follow SrTla Prabhupada's direc- 
tions to be guided by philosophy 
and intelligence, rather than senti- 
ment and emotion. 

ISKCON promoting sense 
gratification 

In the last issue we featured 
an article entitled "Conglomera- 
tion leads to spiritual loss", which 
showed how Ratha-yatra festivals, 
which SrTla Prabhupada had intro- 
duced outside India to glorify and 
attract people to Lord Jaganna- 
tha, have now degenerated into 
"Festivals of Anything", where all 
manner of unauthorised activities 
are staged. A perfect example of 
how engaging in such unauthor- 
ised activities can lead to "spiritu- 
al loss" is presented herein. 

Below we see a photo of dev- 
otees, as well as members of the 
public, singing and dancing at a 
Ratha-yatra festival. 



Normally, such singing and 
dancing at a Ratha-yatra festi- 
val would be for the pleasure 
of the Lord — after all, such con- 
gregational worship is the yuga- 
dhorma, or the religion for this 
age. But here the dancing con- 
sists of men and women gyrating 
together Bolly wood-style, and the 
"kirtana" consists of the Bollywood 
" mantra ", "Let's go party tonight", 
which was part of the official 
Ratha-yatra program — as can 
be seen in the following vid- 
eo from last year's ISKCON Mel- 
bourne festival: 
youtu.be/uax65CyvyEA 

Yet, SrTla Prabhupada warns 
that encouraging such mundane 
dancing will merely entangle peo- 


ple further into sense gratification: 

"Now culture means some 
dancing. Now it has become a 
culture. And what is that danc- 
ing? Sense gratification. Boys 
and girls, dancing ball dance, 
sense gratification. That is vi- 
karma . But here, the same danc- 
ing before the Deity is bhakti. 
The same dancing. You dance 
in a theatrical performance, in 
a platform. That is also danc- 
ing. And here, in this stage, be- 
fore the Deity, if you are danc- 
ing with Hare Krsna mahd-man- 
tra, then you are making bhak- 
ti, progress. And that dancing 
means you are becoming en- 
tangled in your karma. Because 
that dancing is sense gratifica- 
tion, vikarmanah." 

(SrTla Prabhupada Lecture, 6/4/1974) 

And yet, the Ratha-yatra festi- 
val, which is meant to help people 
become liberated from such sense 
gratification, has been misused to 
promote sense gratification! 

SrTla Prabhupada explains how 
considering ordinary songs, like 
cinema songs and other such 
songs, to be equal to sahkirtana, 
is an offense: 

"when Narada Muni was a 
Gandharva, he neglected the 
order to glorify the Lord, [...] 
and another offense was that 
he considered ordinary songs, 
like cinema songs and other 
such songs, to be equal to sahki- 
rtana." 

(SB, 7.15.72) 

But, by including these activi- 
ties of Bollywood dancing as part 
of the spiritual Ratha-yatra festi- 
val, the organisers may unwitting- 
ly give the impression to members 
of the public who either attended 
the Ratha-yatra festival or viewed 
this video, but do not know the 
philosophy of Krsna conscious- 
ness, that this singing and danc- 
ing is on the same platform as the 
sahkirtana singing and dancing 
which the "Hare Krsna devotees" 
normally perform.

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Preaching Requires Truthfulness - 1 



B TP 36 explained how BTP ac- 
tually presents the very fun- 
damentals of spiritual life, without 
which we have not even begun 
the ABCs of Krsna consciousness 
("The ABCs of Krsna Consciousn- 
ess", BTP 36). Below, we examine 
one such preliminary fundamental 
promoted by one of ISKCON's gu- 
rus, and how it takes him no more 
than 4 minutes before he is una- 
ble to follow it himself! All quo- 
tations below in the shaded pa- 
nels are from a podcast given by 
ISKCON guru HH Sivarama Swa- 
mi ("SRS") on 6/6/2013. 

Truthfulness boast 

"The brahminical quality is that 
someone is truthful. Vaisnavas 
are meant to develop brahminical 
qualities. So that means Vaisnavas 
should learn how to be truthful. 
We should be truthful with eve- 
ryone. In all of our dealings. Ulti- 
mately, we're representing, teach- 
ing the AbsoluteTruth, so how can 
we be representatives of the Ab- 
solute Truth when we're not even 
properly representatives of rela- 
tive truths? And we don't know 
how to be honest and upright in 
our dealings. It will certainly make 
our preaching ineffective and we 
ourselves will be very selective as 
to what is true and what is not." 

SRS opens his podcast by stat- 
ing the above obvious require- 
ment for anyone claiming to 
preach the Absolute Truth — they 
should at least be truthful! He also 
correctly states that without this 
quality, any "preaching" which is 
done will be "ineffective". 

4 minute lies 

Just 4 minutes later, SRS dem- 
onstrates his own lack of adher- 
ence to the "brahminical" and 
"Vaisnava" quality of truthfulness, 
which he pontificates that others 
must follow, by stating that: 

"The answer to this first question 


is that SrTla Prabhupada himself 
chose eleven devotees to act as 
spiritual masters, and then he told 
the devotees present that the GBC 
can then later decide who else 
to add to act in that capacity. So 
this is what the GBC has been do- 
ing since then, and that's the ba- 
sis for that. [...] But in an institu- 
tion where people are depend- 
ing on leadership to guide them, 
that someone is at least of good 
standing and good character, it's 
incumbent and therefore we are 
following what SrTla Prabhupada 
had told us." 

As we show below, the above 
statement is full of blatant lies ac- 
cording to... SRS himself! For SRS 
was the GBC member who spon- 
sored the proposal for the GBC to 
ditch "On My Order" Understood as 
the GBC's official paper on guru- 
tottvo. This proposal stated as its 
justification: 

"Jayadvaita Swami has been 
trying unsuccessfully to bring 
up the lies in this GBC paper to 
the GBC's attention for over 7 
years" 

{"On My Order" Understood edited 
proposal submitted to GBC) 

Below we quote Jayadvaita 
Swami ("JAS") explaining some 
of the "lies" in the "On My Order" 
Understood paper that SRS agrees 
JAS had been trying to bring up. 
And we will see that SRS stated 
these exact same lies in the pod- 
cast just quoted! All statements 
below, in bold, are from an email 
sent by JAS on 13/12/2003. 

Lies - 1 

> a) "(4) After SrTla Prabhupada 

> named some disciples to initi- 

> ate... " 

("On My Order" Understood, 1 995) 

"This is a finesse. To initiate 
*whom*? In context (events in 
July 1977), the only straightfor- 
ward answer is "To initiate peo- 
ple who would then become Sri- 
la Prabhupada s disciples" 


b) "Now, I agree that what 
His Divine Grace intended by 
this was that these rtviks, af- 
ter his departure, would initiate 
disciples on their own and that 
this is implicit in the conversa- 
tion. But then, say so, for crying 
out loud. Don't try jive me by 
saying, "In 1977 Srila Prabhupa- 
da repeatedly said he would 'se- 
lect, "choose, "appoint/ or 'desig- 
nate' some disciples to take up 
the service of initiating new dis- 
ciples." 

JAS states that Srila Prabhupa- 
da did not "choose" spiritual mas- 
ters, and to claim otherwise is just 
an attempt to "jive" (meaning "de- 
ceive"). Rather, only "rtviks" were 
chosen, and one has to assume 
that it is "implicit" that it was "in- 
tended" that they become gurus. 
Therefore SRS's claim that: 

"SrTla Prabhupada himself chose 
eleven devotees to act as spiritu- 
al masters" 

is a lie according to SRS himself! 

Lies - 2 

> "Thus, by delegating that du- 

> ty to the GBC, SrTla Prabhu- 

> pada personally detailed the 

> procedure for increasing the 

> number of initiating guru." 

("On My Order " Understood, 1 995) 

"Is this an outright fabrica- 
tion or not? That Srila Prabhu- 
pada "personally detailed the 
procedure for increasing the 
number of initiating guru[s]" is 
something we can only wish. Or 
falsely tell the Society he did." 
Therefore, SRS's claims that: 

"he (SrTla Prabhupada) told the 
devotees present that the GBC 
can then later decide who else to 
add to act in that capacity (of spir- 
itual master) [. . .] and therefore we 
are following what SrTla Prabhupa- 
da told us." 

are again lies according to SRS 
himself! 

In conclusion, not only does 
SRS follow up his self-righteous- 
ness over the need to be truthful 


SRS: Trumped by his own lies 

with a pack of lies, but they are the 
very same lies that *he himself* 
was instrumental in exposing! 

Seeking the truth 

As explained in the previous 
article, the IRM's approach es- 
chews feelings in favour of facts; 
an approach decried by ISKCON 
guru HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami 
as being overly "logical" and not 
"appealing to the heart." But stick- 
ing to facts and following the evi- 
dence wherever it may lead, rath- 
er then being swayed by our emo- 
tions and feelings, is followed by 
those interested in seeking the 
truth: 

"Everything in Krsna cons- 
ciousness is scientific. It is not 
bogus, whimsical, sentimen- 
tal, fanatical or imaginary. It is 
truth, fact, reality ." 

{Easy Journey to Other Planets, Chap- 
ter 2) 

Therefore, those interested in 
the Vaisnava quality of truthful- 
ness extolled by SRS, will laud the 
IRM's fact and evidence based ap- 
proach, rather than decry it. 

Conclusion 

ISKCON's guru hoaxers pro- 
claim themselves to be highly 
spiritually advanced, demanding 
that they be worshipped as "good 
as God" Indeed, SRS considers 
himself so spiritually enlightened 
that he feels qualified to fabricate 
the most intimate pastimes of 
Krsna with the gopis (SRS admits 
his books Suddha-bhakti-cinta- 
mani and Na Paraye 'ham contain 
his imaginings of the activities of 
the gopis with Krsna). Yet, we can 
see that the guru hoaxers have yet 
to even master the very ABCs of 
Krsna consciousness, which they 
advise others to follow.

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Preaching Requires Truthfulness - 2 


I n the last issue we featured ISKCON guru HH Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS") attesting to the powerful influence of The Final Order ("TFO") (the 
foundational document for those who accept SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's diksa guru), stating that it "has been perhaps the most influential post- 
1977 publication in the Vaisnava world." (BVKS, 12/1/201 3). One reason for this influence is that attempts to defeat its conclusions have relied on lies, and 
therefore it remains undefeated. For example, ISKCON guru hoaxer HH Bhakti Caru Swami ("BCS"), claims the following: 

"On another occasion. Guru Maharaja spoke about the rtviks. He said, "The rtviks, what they are saying — indirectly — is that SrTla Prabhupa- 
da was a failure. He was not able to make one pure devotee." 

(BCS Istagosthi, 22/6/201 3) 

Yet, TFO, which is accepted by ISKCON leaders HH Jayadvaita Swami and BVKS as being the "Bible" for the "rtviks" (the GBC's term for those who ac- 
cept that SrTla Prabhupada is ISKCON's diksa guru), states the exact opposite: 

"8. " Are you saying that Srila Prabhupada created no pure devotees ?" 

No, all we are stating is that Srila Prabhupada did set up the rtvik system to allow initiations to continue. Whether or not Srila Prabhupada 
created pure devotees is not relevant to his clear and unequivocal final order. [...] the implementation of a rtvik system does not rule out, 
a priori, the possible existence of pure devotees. There are various scenarios that could easily accommodate both rtviks and pure devotees 
[...] The fact that Srila Prabhupada did not authorise any of his disciples to act as diksa guru does not necessarily mean that none of them 
were pure devotees." 

[TFO, Page 56) 

What is ironic about BCS's lie is that while TFO does not claim or rely on BCS's"no pure devotees made" allegation, the GBC effectively does! For the 
person who is an authority on ISKCON's gurus, the very chairman of ISKCON's Guru Services Committee, HH Prahladananda Swami ("PAS"), states: 

"If the GBC Body sees someone as a self-effulgent acarya who is completely aware of the Supersoul and Srila Prabhupada's desires and in- 
structions they can and should follow his/her instructions. No one so far has been seen in that category." 

(PAS, 30/8/2006) 

Thus, the facts regarding whether or not TFO states if Srila Prabhupada did, could have, or will create pure devotees, have been stated emphatically and 
repeatedly since 1 996 when TFO was submitted to the GBC. Yet, over 1 7 years later, BCS still insists on repeating the above lie to try to discredit what 
the "rtviks" actually state. In this, it appears BCS is depending on the following propaganda tactic, attributed to Lenin, who is supposed to have said: 

"A lie told often enough becomes the truth." 

Thus, it is hoped that if what is actually claimed by TFO is continually misrepresented, then in the "parallel word" (see BTP 35) of the "cheaters and the 
cheated" which followers of the guru hoax inhabit, such lies will be accepted as the truth. But as soon as devotees step out of this parallel world and dis- 
cover the actual truth, such lies will immediately be exposed. SrTla Prabhupada teaches that the truth will always be victorious and cannot be defeated: 

"So this is sattvam jayate . It must come out triumphant." ["Sattvam jayate " means "truth is victorious".] 

(Srila Prabhupada, Morning Walk, 4/5/1 973) 

Therefore, lies, no matter how many times they are told, will never be able to defeat the actual truth. This is why, no matter what lies are told, TFO's in- 
fluence endures in the monumental way BVKS describes, because what it actually states cannot be defeated with lies. Thus, following on from the pre- 
vious article, we see another example of why, in order for "preaching" to be "effective", one must be truthful! 
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
